The firemen at Hie city plant who 
were on duty did not know of the 
lire until ii broke out through 
the 
roof, and by that time the fire depart­ 
ment had been called to the tire by 
Frank Cornelia who made the trip iii 
Ids machine to summon the lire com­ 
pany. 
The shed containing the coal is a 
frame structure and adjoins the wa­ 
ter and light plant proper. 
It con­ 
tained about 350 tons of coal but 
when the tire 
department 
arrived 
they played throe streams of water 
on file blaze and kept the coal from 
getting beyond their control. Only a 
small portion of the coal is believed 
to have been burned and the loss may 
nht exceed $500 to tho frame build­ 
ing.

Today Soviet Russia is in Second 
Stage of Its Development— Pres* 
ent Aims

communism is still the goal of R us­ 
sia.

Today Soviet Russia is in the se­ 
cond stage of its development; tra n ­ 
sition from the first period of B o l­ 
shevism into the second stage was 
generally m isunderstood throughout 
the world. It was erroneously 
a n ­ 
nounced th at “ Lenine 
had 
turned 
white” 
Official representatives of 
Lenine 
here in London; 
members 
o f 
the 
Russian Trade Deelgation, are auth­ 
ority for the foregoing. 
Their spokeman explained to me 
Lenine’s present aims as follows: 
Lenine always realized pure com­ 
munism cannot be accomplished bv 
mere 
legislation; it must 
come by 
development. 
“When the Bolshevik party came 
into power, a fte r the 
downfall 
of 
Kerensky, private trading was fo r­ 
bidden in Russia. 
“ This, however, w as not ordered 
for the sole purj>os© o f advancing

during the war. 
“Russia was in the midst of civil 
w ar; more disastrous in its'effect on 
a nation than w ar with a foreign en­ 
emy. Meanwhile Russia also had fo­ 
reign foes. Hundreds of thousands 
o f armed men were invading IJ u - - 
si an soil on many battle fronts. 
“This dire emergency lasted from 
the latter part of 
191S 
until 
the 
winter o f 1921. 
“Now we are entering the second 
period. There’s a prospect of peace 
today* 
We are starting the gigan­ 
tic job o f rehabilitating Russia a f ­ 
ter seven years of terrific warfare, 
wherein the casu a ltie s f a r exceeded 
those of 
any 
belligerent 
in 
the 
world- war. 
“We never intended nationalizing 
tile small factories. Our aim is to 
control the big enterprises like steel 
w o r k s and corporations that occupy 
iii Russia the same degree of im­ 
portance as the great oil syndicates 
in America. 
“ F act is we arc today 
returning 
numerous small plants 
to 
private 
initiative. But meanwhile 
tho 
gov­ 
ernment is starting out building up 
a colossal system of state 
indus­ 
trialism. 
“ The Russian state is the biggest 
employer in great R ussia; likewise 
tile state is the greatest buyer, and 
when our transport system has been 
repaired and we can move stuff to 
seaboard, tile state will be the hig­ 
hest seller, not only in R ussia but 
in the whole world. 
“Through the All-Russian Co-op­ 
erative Society, caller 
Arcos, 
for 
short, the products o f 
150,000,000 
Russian workers will be sold.
